3. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails to 
contain the statement required under 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) as to applicant's belief that the original 
patent is wholly or partly inoperative or invalid. See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and see MPEP § 1414. 

4. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails to 
identify at least one error which is relied upon to support the reissue application. See 37 CFR 
1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. 

5. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is further defective (see 37 CFR 
1.175 and MPEP § 1414) because of the following: 

It does not state that the person making the oath or declaration believes the named 
inventor or inventors to be the original and first inventor or inventors of the subject matter which 
is claimed and for which a patent is sought. 
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The specification to which the oath or declaration is directed has not been adequately 
identified. See MPEP § 602. 

It does not state that the person making the oath or declaration has reviewed and 
understands the contents of the specification, including the claims, as amended by any 
amendment specifically referred to in the oath or declaration. 

It does not state that the person making the oath or declaration acknowledges the duty to 
disclose to the Office all information known to the person to be material to patentability as defined 
in37CFR1.56. 

It does not include the notary's signature, or the notary's signature is in the wrong place. 
It does not include the notary's seal and venue. 

6. Claims 14-43 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 
U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above in this 
Office action. 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claims 14-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
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art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

No basis can be found in the original disclosure, i.e., Patent No. 6,1 89,616, upon which 
the reissue is based, for the structure recited in independent claim 14 of "an expandable hanger", 
and the accompanying steps in claim 14 of "attaching an expandable hanger to the tubular 
member" and "expanding the hanger within the expanded flow passage". There appears to be no 
basis in either the drawings or written disclosure for "an expandable hanger" or a step(s) of 
expanding a hanger in the well or wellbore connector. 

Claims 15-43 are deemed similarly deficient insofar as they depend from claim 14. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Other references cited disclose well completions and manipulations including the 
expansion of one or more well apparatus components or elements within the wellbore. 

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 14-43 are deemed allowable over the prior art in that none of the references cited, 

taken either singly or in combination, teach or disclose a method of interconnecting a tubular 
member to a flow passage in a subterranean well, as in the claimed combinations, including the 
recited steps in claim 14 of "attaching an expandable hanger to the tubular member" and 
"expanding the hanger within the expanded flow passage". For example, the reference to Head 
(5,918,677) discloses expanding a wellbore connector and a tubing string or liner hanger 
simultaneously within the well, and the reference to the Russian Published Application (RU 
2079633) does not teach or suggest steps of attaching an expandable hanger to the upper end (13) 
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of the tubing string (12) and expanding such hanger within an expanded flow passage (9) (Figure 
1).
